The -43 material has very high permeability (u=850) and requires the least 
turns for a given inductance. -61 is much lower (u=125) and I think that -10 
is for xpowdered iron*x rather than ferrite -- it has u=10. 


I believe the requirement for an untuned transformer is that the winding have 
a reactance of at least five times what it "sees". So if the transformer is 
feeding into 50 ohms at 7 MHz, you need a winding with at least 6 uH. This is 
easier to make -- and has less stray capacitance -- with 12 turns on an 
£t37-43 than with 49 turns on a 137-10 (hope my math is close). But as you 
can see, it depends on what impedences you're matching and the working 
frequency range.

Gang, 


While I was over at Roger's today I noticed a big flat of 12VDC latching 
relays. The same size as the ones in the LDG tuner that I've been waiting 
for a box for. The relays in question were rated at .6A 125VAC/.6A 
110DC/2A 30VDC. The ones in the LDG are rated .3A 125VAC/.3A 110VDC/1A 
30VDC. So the ones Roger had were rated at twice the rating of the LDG 
tuner's relays. 


My inner Tim Allen immediately thought "Hey, I'm gonna rewire that 
sucker!" So I bought 20 of 'em. They were $1.15 each & since I was also 
there to get some other doodads, it all went out of my wallet the same 
way. I left, got the oil in Cindy's Mary Kay car changed, stopped at the 
bank machine & noticed that the IRS refund had struck & went home. 


Cindy left me & Andy instructions about the lawn. I told Andy that the 
chain of command on this work farm was The Captain, Boss & Boy. Cindy's 
The Captain. I am the Boss & Andy's, well, you know. So I told Boy to mow 
the front lawn & Boss went back in the back where The Captain wanted some 
stuff picked up and all. 


After we'd done what The Captain said, I went upstairs and gingerly 
removed all the capacitor switching relays from the Z-11. Then I put in 
the new, hotter rated relays. And then . 


Did you know that you can get latching relays that are NC one way or the 
other? That's what I bought from Roger. They coded like this: 
"DS2E-ML2-DC12V-R." The ones in the LDG are coded "DS2Y-SL2-DC12V" You'll 
notice that the ones from Roger have a "R" on the end of the code. Which 
means that when you set the latch one way, it's the Reverse of the ones 
in the LDG. 


I didn't find this out easy. I had to watch the LDG go through an 
extended dance on a bunch of bands where barely reasonable matches almost 


occured. Almost. And the up and down cap stuff was backwards too. 


So I gingerly removed the 8 relays that I'd bought from Roger & put the 
original LDG ones back in. (Yeah, I know. I was lucky I didn't break a 
bunch of ‘em gettin' the original ones out. But I didn't.) 


Sometimes the Curse of Tim Allen gets you. The dishwasher goes into 
orbit. The vacuum cleaner makes the cat look like that Taco Bell 
chihuahua.

As said before, if you consider it is in violation, you don't HAVE to work them,

break FCC rules by attempting to supply info pointing out that the station is 
certainly legal 

by UK licensing regs, thus allowing US and other hams to make up their own minds. 


If you feel you need a ruling from the FCC before you (personally) work the 
station, then 

so be it, but in the absence of such a ruling, at least the members of this list 
are now 

aware that there is NOTHING "wrong" with the operators/operating conditions of 
this 

station, and they can use the info or not as they see fit. 


Sorry for BW guys, will now cease on this subject quite happily.

Sec. 97.111 Authorized transmissions. 


(a) An amateur station may transmit the following types of two-way=20 
communications: 

(1) Transmissions necessary to exchange messages with other stations=20 
in the amateur service, except those in any country whose administration=20 
has given notice that it objects to such communications. The FCC will=20 
issue public notices of current arrangements for international=20 
communications; 

(2) Transmissions necessary to exchange messages with a station in=20 
another FCC-regulated service while providing emergency communications; 

(3) Transmissions necessary to exchange messages with a United=20

communicate with amateur stations. An amateur station may exchange=20 
messages with a participating United States military station during an=20 
Armed Forces Day Communications Test.
